POLICE SEEK HELP 


A high-level meeting on Chinatown's crime wave was held 
in the offices of Police Chief Donald Scott last week. 

Attending were investigators from police details as Hom- 
icide, Juvenile, Narcotics, Intelligence and Central Station， 
the police district that patrols Chinatown and North Beach. 
Also attending were Federal agents from the new anti-crime 
detail. 

The purpose of the meeting was to discuss methods of 
ending warfare among 300 generally youthful members of 
Chinatown's community of some 70,000 persons. 

Thrust of the meeting was ways of developing informa- 
tion on gang members and their activities from citizens with- 
in the Chinese community. 

9%ince March of 1970 there have been nine homicides in- 
volving Chinese and since the first of this year there have 
been 17 aggravated assaults. 

Few of these cases have been brought to trial because， 
police said，of alack of witnesses to testify. 

A police spokesman said,“People have seen these crimes 
and know the perpetrators. There have been Shootings i in 
front of up to 30 witnesses, but when we arrive， we get zero 
Cooperation.2” 


He added that either because of fear or cultural tradi- 
tion, they do not want to appear in court. 

Perhaps it is true that fear and tradition keep the Chi- 
nesealoof from the court. But we are aware that homicides 
are comnnlitted in Hong 上 Kong, Singapore and Macao. There 
Suspects are arrested, put on trial and either released Or 
Sentenced . 

We also notice that these cities utilize natives as police- 
Imen. 

While there arefive Chinese-Americans on the local po- 
lice force, they are not fully utilized in Chinatown. 

Perhaps it might be helpful if the San Francisco Police 
Department makea study of Asian police method in com- 
batting homicides.
